Money Could Not Save Due- 


strow's Worthless Life, 


Union, Mo.. Feb. 17.—Dr. Arthur 


Duestrow, the St. Louis millionaire 
murderer, was handed here in the 
court yard of the county yesterday. A 
few hours before the execution took 
place Duestrow threw off the mas^ of 
insanity and sobbed like a woman. 


The condemned man, who had Sim- 


ulated insanity since the day of the 
crime, kept up his role until Monday 
evening, when by his Questions and 
answers, it was evident that he keenly 
realized that the end was near, and 
that his own efforts and those of his 
attorneys, aided by an abundance of 
wealth, were without avail in the bat- 
tle for life. When the sheriff asked 
him if he wished to see a minister or. 
priest the murderer turned away with 
the sneering reply: "I have no use for 
them." During his last night on earth 
he slept soundly. 
He arose shortly after 7 o'clock, and 


then, for the first time in three years, 
he broke down, and his usual air of 
haughty indifference gave way to one 
of despair. He begged the guards to 
save him from his fate, and requested 
that messages be sent to Governor 
Stephens interceding in his behalf. To 
nearly eveiy visitor and attendant 
Duestrow appealed for assistance. One 
message he wanted sent was signed 
"General Brandenburg," of the United 
States army, a character he had as- 
sumed while feigning insanity. 


The murderer partook of a scanty 


breakfast, and when it was finished 
threw himself on his cot and gave way 
to a burst of tears. He sobbed convul- 
sively, and cried out frequently: Oh, 
God; this is terrible!" 
It was but a short time, however, be- 


fore the condemned man regained his 
composure. He talked with all his 
visitors, and even smiled. This was 
probably the result of the sheriff's 
order rescinding one made on Monday 
that the prisoner should not be al- 
lowed to have any whisky. At 10 
o'clock he decided that small doses 
should be given Duestrow from time 
to time to keep his courage up, and 
Duestrow was much gratified. 


It was but a few moments before the 


hour of 1 o'clock that the door of the 
jail opened and the prisoner, accom- 
panied by the sheriff and his deputies, 
made their appearance in the court- 
yard. The prisoner looked like a walk- 
ing corpse, save for the light in the 
brilliant dark eyes that not even the 
confinement of nearly 40 months could 
dim.

CHANDLER ON BIMETALLISM. 


Tke New Hampshire Senator Denounce! 


Bolter* of Both Sides. 


Washington Feb. 17.—Senator W. B. 


Chandler's speech in the senate yester- 
day in advocacy of bimetallism was 
one of the notable efforts of the pres- 
ent session,-not only for the scholarly 
care with Avhich the senator presented 
the question from his standpoint, but 
for the bitter sarcasm addressed to 
Senator Palmer and the Indianapolis 
convention, the arraignment of silver 
Republicans who bolted the St. Louis 
convention and for the dramatic per- 
sonal exchange between Mr. Chandler 
and Mr. Petiigrew, the latter being 
one of the bolters from the St. Louis 
convention. 
Mr. Chandler's speech 


lasted three hours, and was replete 
with incidents. It was an argument 
ag-ainst single standard of either metal, 
gold or silver, and a warning against 
a policy of monometallism. Then the 
senator turned to political phases ol 
the question, speaking in turn of 
Bryan, of Palmer and of McKinley 
Mr. Palmer sat across the aisle anc 
was fully addressed by the speaker as 
one who had contributed to the elec- 
tion of McKinley.

Big Decrease In Postal Becelpts. 


Washington, Feb. 17.—Another big 


decrease in postal receipts, this time 
amounting to $104,443 net, is shown in 
the statement of the gross receipts at 
the 30 largest postoffices 
for 
Jan- 


uary, as compared with January, 1836. 
The 
total 
receipts were 
$2,839,911, 


against $2,944,354, a decrease of 3% pei 
cent. Only nine of these offices showed 
increases, and those were slight. The 
biggest proportionate decreases were 
at Rochester,N. T., almost 17 percent, 
and Albany, over 10 per cent, while 
both Indianapolis and St. Paul de- 
creased over 9 per cent. New York's 
total receipts were $664,672; decrease. 
$18,395. Chicago, $407.297; decrease, $31,- 
392. The only explanation that the de- 
partment can give is that the general 
theory of business depression is more 
extended than is generally credited.

Money Could 
Not Save Due- 


strow’s W ortlile3S Life.

17.—Dr. 
Arthur 
Duestrow, the 
St. 
Louis 
millionaire 
murderer, w as handed 
here 
in 
the 
court yard of the county yesterday. A 
fe?v hours before the execution took 
place Duestrow threw off the mafiit of 
insanity and sobbed like a woman. 


The condemned man, who had sim ­ 
ulated insanity since the day of the 
crime, kept up his role until Monday 
, evening*, when by his Q uestions and 
i answers, it was evident that he keenly 
I realized that the end w as near, and 
that his own efforts and those of his 
attorneys, aided by an abundance of 
wealth, were without avail in the bat- 
i tie for life. W hen the sheriff asked 
1 him if he wished to see a m inister or. 
priest the murderer turned away with 
the sneering reply*. "I have no use for 
them." During his last night on earth 
he slept soundly. 


H e arose shortly after 7 o’clock, and 
then, for, the first time in three years, 
he broke down, and his usual air of 
haughty indifference gave w ay to one 
of despair. He begged the guards to 
save him from his fate, and requested 
that messages be sent to Governor 
Stephens interceding in hi3 behalf. 
To 
nearly every 
visitor 
and 
attendant 
Duestrow appealed for assistance. One 
message he wanted sent was signed 
' "General Brandenburg,* * of the United 
States army, a character he had as­ 
sumed while feigning insanity. 


The murderer partook of a scanty 
breakfast, and when it w as finished 
threw him self on his cot and gave way 
to a burst of tears. He sobbed convul­ 
sively, and cried out frequently: 
Oh, 
God; this is terrible!” 


It was but a short time, however, be­ 
fore the condemned man regained his 
composure. 
He talked 
with 
all his 
j visitors, and even smiled. 
This w as 
probably the 
result of 
the sheriff’s 
order rescinding one made on Monday 
that the prisoner should not be al­ 
lowed 
to 
have 
any whisky. 
At 10 
o'clock he decided that sm all doses 
should be given Duestrow from tim e 
to time to keep his courage up, and 
Duestrow was much gratified. 


It w as but a few m om ents before the 
hour of 1 o’clock that the door of the 
jail opened and the prisoner, accom- 
| panied by the sheriff and his deputies, 
made their appearance in the court- 
j yard. The prisoner looked like a walk- 
; ing corpse, save for the light in the 
brilliant dark eyes that not even the 
’ confinement of nearly 40 months could 
dim. 


The work on the scaffold w as speedy. 
Duestrow placed him self on the trap. 
Sheriff Puchta bound his arms be­ 
hind him, his knees and legs together. 
One woman passed him as he stood 
there suffering. She w as a newspaper 
woman. 


“H ave you anything to say?" she 
asked, almost ready to faint herself. 
“Yes, let us have war,” said the pin­ 
ioned man. 


W hen asked by the sheriff if he had 
anything to say he declared he was 
not Arthur Duestrow, and added: 


“I say that we have war. I w ant to 
say that I am dying illegally. I am 
not the man who killed that woman. 
It is all a mistake. I wish that some 
of you would give my kind regards to 
Governor C. P. Johnson. Say goo4-by 
to him for me. Say good-by also to 
the 
Countess 
Von 
Brandenburg. 1 
want to say, furthermore, that while I 
cannot 
comprehend 
all 
this, 
there 
must be som ething wrong. It is be« 
yond reason. I have tried to do my 
t’uly all m y life. I have obeyed or­ 
ders to the best of my abilitv, and 
done what seemed to me to be right.** 
Here he hesitated and the sheriff 
quickly proceeded 
with the work oi 
death. 
The 
execution w as 
perfect, 
Duestrow dying in 20 m inutes from 
strangulation, 


Although a graduate of medicine, Dr. 
Duestrow 
never 
made 
apretense of 
practicing, 
his time being spent in 
riotous living. 
His home at No. 1724 
Compton avenue was a handsome one, 
and his fam ily life there would have 
been 
happy 
but 
for 
his 
dissolute 
haoits, 
On Feb. 13, 1894, Duestrow 
drove up to his home in a sleigh with 
the intention of taking his wife and 
child out riding. He was greeted af­ 
fectionately by his wife, but responded 
in a surly manner. 


W ith no excuse w hatever he accused 
his wife of keeping a disorderly house, 
lie would listen 
to 
no 
reason, and 
f'lally hecfm e frenziec^ knocking her 
down several tim es. The clim ax cam e ,

CHANDLER ON BIMETALLISM. 


Tfco Now H am pshire Senator Denounce* 
B olters of X>ot)i Sides. 


W ashington Feb, 17.—Senator W . E. 
Chandler’s speech in the senate yester­ 
day in advocacy of bimetallism was 
one of the notable efforts of the pres­ 
ent session, *not only for the scholarly 
care with which the senator presented 
the question from his standpoint, but 
for the bitter sarcasm addressed to 
Senator Palm er and the Indianapolis 
convention, the arraignment of silver 
Republicans who bolted the St. Louis 
convention and for the dramatic per­ 
sonal exchange between Mr. Chandler 
and Mr. Pettigrew, the latter being 
one of the bolters from the St. Louis 
convention.

Chandler’s 
speech 
lasted three hours, and was replete 
with incidents. 
It w as an argument 
against single standard of either metal, 
gold or silver, and a warning against 
a policy of monometallism. Then the 
senator turned to political phases of

Bryan, of Palm er and of McKinley. 
Mr. Palmer sat across the aisle and 
w as fully addressed by the speaker as 
one who had contributed to the elec­ 
tion of McKinley. 
He predicted po­

persisted in.

S if Decrease In Postal Receipts* 


W ashington, 
Feb. 17.—Another big 
decrease in postal receipts, this time 
am ounting to $104,443 net, is shown in 
the statem ent of the gross receipts at 
the 30 largest postoffices

Jan­ 
uary, as compared with January, 1896.

receipts

$2,839,911. 
against $2,944,354, a decrease of 3V& pei 
cent. 
Only nine of these offices showed 
increases, and those were slight. The 
biggest proportionate decreases were 
at Rochester,N. Y., almost 17 per cent 
and Albany, over 10 per cent, while 
both Indianapolis and St. 
Paul de­ 
creased over 9 per cent. 
New York’s 
total receipts were $664,672; decrease. 
$18,395. Chicago, $407,297; decrease, $31,- 
392. The only explanation that the de­ 
partm ent can give is that the general 
theory of business depression is more 
extended than is generally credited.

In the dry districts, where stock rais- 
ing only is possible, a few head of cat- 
tle are givcu each Indian and the sale 
of their stock is prohibited until they

EITECT OF l-OOD ON EGOS. 


The Rural New Yorker has lately 


been making inquiries from promi- 
nent poultrymen in regard to tae effect 
of feeding upon the size of eggs; also 
•whether the size will make- any differ- 
ence in the number which, a heu will 
lay. 
The varied answers show that 


even the most experienced feeders are 
very much in the dark upon this sub- 
ject. 
It may be inferred, however, 


Jrom tbe answers that the grains have 
much less effect in increasing the size 
of eggs than have meats, bran and 
other nitrogenous foods, but grains 
fed in excess will make the hen too 
fat, and her eggs will either be small 
or be retained until abnormally large. 
As to the effect on the number of eggs 
opinions are about equally divided. 
Perhaps the answer to either question 
depends more upon the breed than 
upon any particular food. 
The ideal 


food for laying hens as "given by Mr. 
I. K. Felch is as follows: "The com- 
bination of thirty pounds of corn, fif- 
teen pounds of oats, ten pounds of 
wheat, ten pounds of barley and fif- 
teen pounds of wheat bran, thorough- 
ly mixed, gives the largest number of 
eggs possible. 
This is used as the 


morning soft food, with twenty-five 
per cent, of meat feed, the afternoon 
feed being mixed grains." 


HOW TO PACE BUTTER. 


Butter is never so good as when 


used within one week from the time 
it leaves the churn. It possesses then 
a delicate aroma and a peculiar, in- 
describable flavor, which soon passes 
away and is never 'present thereafter; 
but butter properly made can be kept 
sweet - and in good oxdet-for months. 


Get the butter ia good condition as 


soon as possible after churning and 
pack it firmly in gallon or half-gallon 
jars. Those containing five or six 
pounds are preferable. 
When the 


jars are bought ask the seller, as he 
marks the weight of each, to number 
them, so that a record of the amount 
of butter in each jar can readily be 
kept. Pack the jars level full, tie a 
round piece of strong, thick cloth 
over the top and place it bottom side 
up into a new, large crock. l»o not 
pack butter made at different times in 
the same jar, but store only those jars 
that can be filled at one churning. 


Make strong brine, using all the salt 


the water will absorb, adding to each 
gallon a teaspoonfnl of saltpeter and 
a teaepoonful of granulated sugar. 
Scald the brine aud ekim it thorough- 
ly. When cold strain through a wet 
thick cloth into the crock. Add more 
brine from time to time to keep the 
jars covered two inches in depth. 
Tie a thick cloth over the crock to 
protect from dust, and over this piece 
a wooden cover to exclude the light. 


Do not keep the crock on the cellar 


floor, even if it is a cemented one, but 
on a platform if possible, with slate 
underneath the crock to insure free 
circulation of air. 
This will prevent 


mold forming on the bottom of the 
crock. 


Several smaller crocks may be used 


in which to store the jars rather than 
use the large erock. 
To clean jars 


and crocks, use a bath of hot lime 
water or strong hot soJa water.— 
New York Farmer.

•hose of last year's growth. The ex- 
ict length is not particular, so that* 
.wo or three joints are included in 
inch one. About nice inches ia a good 
#rgth for most sorts, though grapes 


having the joints far apart may bo o 
foot in length. It is believed that 
when tae lower part is cut just below 
an eyo that rooting is easily accom- 
plished, so cuttings are usually made 
in that way. It is not 8O essential at 
the upper end where the cut is made, 
but as tbo buds push from tbe jointa 
all wood above the highest one is use- 
less. 
After tbe cuttings are made 


place them in a cellar, buried up in 
sand or earth, with but the tops pro- 
jecting, these to remain until the time 
arrives for settiner them out in the 
spring. When the work is done about 
February, it will be found that the 
cuttings are nicely healed over by the 
time spring comes, which is in favor 
of the success of the opeiation. 


When tbo winter is over and the soil 


is in good condition for working the 
planting may be done, setting them so 
that two-thirds of their length are in 
the ground and one-third out. 
In 


ordinary season the most of them will 
be well rooted by fall.—Practical 
Farmer. 


r.AI?lXQ SQUAB3. 


The main advantage 
of raising 


squabs for market over other poultry 
are these, says a poultry paper : Less 
competition, less trouble in attending 
to young, the old birds do all the 
work, and when a pair of pigeons are 
once firmly mated they will remain so 
and do well for ten or twelve years 
unless separated by accident or dis- 
ease. 


This, as any one can see.adds greatly 


to the profit. From a pair of first- 
class birds you can depend on raising 
eight or nine pairs of squabs per year, 
which can be marketed at the rate of 
at least forty cents per pair, while the 
cost of feeding the old birds will not 
exceed $1.25. 
They lay two eggs for 


a sitting, one day intervening between 
the laying of the first and second egg. 
The incubation takes about eighteen 
days, and while attending to the young 
in one nest they generally build an- 
other nest and have eggs before the 
young are capable of taking care of 
themselves. 
The young, when ready 


to fly out — which will be when about 
thirty days old — are marketed. 
The 


bird? breed all the year with the ex- 
ception of the molting season. 


The first thing connected with a 


business of this kind is to have good, 
warm quarters, although artificial heat 
should not be used. On almost every 
farm there is some small loft or build- 
ing which might be used for a pigeon 
cote if properly sheathed with paper 
or otherwise. 


As pigeons do very well in confine- 


ment, those who wish to keep them in 
this way must build an aviary made of 
poultry wire. In the interior arrange- 
ment of the house two sides should be 
given to nests, of which two should be 
provided for each pair of birds (nests 
should be about one foot square) and 
one side for roosts, of which the in- 
verted V shape is the best. 


We now come to the stock, which 


must be good, strong, vigorous birds, 
which are good parents and prolific 
breeders. 
We find all this in the 


homer, which derives its name from ita 
love for its home, and which I con- 
sider the best bird for our use. We 
cannot say too much in its favor. 


To prepare the birds for squab rais- 


ing they should be mated and not al- 
lowed to choose their own mates, 
which they will do when about five 
months old. 
For this purpose a 


medium size box with a wire partition 
in the middle is needed. Place the 
cock and hen, one in each compart- 
ment, for a day or two ; then place 
them together and they will mate. 
In 


pairing them mate a large cock with a 
small hen, or a medium-sized cock 
with a large hen. If oae bird is a 
year older than its mates the results 
will be better. 


The birds should be fed three times 


a day on red wheat, white Canada 
peas, small, whole or cracked corn, 
with now and then pome bread cruiabs 
or a few handfuls of hemp, canary aad 
millet seed. Hemp seed is very bene- 
ficial (during Jhe molting period, as it 
is very stimulating. Only as much 
feed should be given at one time as 
will be all eateu. An abundance of 
fresh water must always he on band, 
and a shallow vc-s.ccl for fcathiog, to be 
nsed except ia 
very severe cold 


wealiier. A l«:up of rock suit, which 
must be wet every luorniug for them 
to pick; plenty of grit, somo old fas- 
ter for the egcshells aud tobacco stsms 
left on tbe flwr for the pigeons to 
bailil thair nests of, which will 3:ecp 
out nJl vermin, should bo provided. 
The floor should be covered with «H>ii 
or gravel aad everything kept as clean 
as possible.

vate a great deal to keex? weeds down 
even though y o u see no weeds.

not cover in Iho fall until the growth 
has ceased. 
Cover with marsh grass 
for mulch. 
Next best is horse manure 
with lots of straw. 
Leaves may bo 
used if they are removed in the spring.

EFFECT o f f o o d on e g g s. 


Tho Rural New Yorker has lately 
been making inquiries from promi­ 
nent poultrymen m regard to tho effcct 
of feeding upon the size of eggs; also 
whether the size will make any differ­ 
ence in the number which a hen will 
lay. 
The varied answers show that 
even tho most experienced feeders are 
very much in the dark upon this sub­ 
ject. 
It may bo inferred, however, 
Irom the answers that the grains havo 
much less effect in increasing the sizo 
of eggs than have meats, bran and 
other nitrogenous foods, but grains 
fed in excess will make the hen too 
fat, and her eggs will either bo small 
or bo retained until abnormally large. 
As to tho effect on the number of eggs 
opinions are about equally divided. 
Perhaps tho answer to either question 
depends more upon the breed than 
upon any particular food. 
Tho ideal 
food for laying hens as .‘given by Mr. 
I. K. Felcli is as follows: 
“The com­ 
bination of thirty pounds of corn, fif­ 
teen pounds of oats, ten pounds of 
wheat, ten pounds of barlov and fif­ 
teen pounds of wheat bran, thorough­ 
ly mixed, gives the largest number of 
eggs possible. 
This is used as the 
morning soft food, with twenty-five 
per cent, of meat feed, the afternoon 
feed being mixed grains.” 


HOW TO PACK BUTTER. 


Butter is never so good as when 
used within one week from the time 
it leaves the churn. 
It possesses then 
a delicate aroma and a peculiar, in­ 
describable flavor, which soon passes 
away and is never ^present thereafter; 
but butter properly mado can be kept 
sweet and in good order for months. 


Get tho butter in good condition as 
soon as possible after churning and 
pack it firmly in gallon or half-gallon 
jars. 
Those containing five or six 
pounds are preferable. 
When the 
jars are bought ask the seller, as he 
marks the weight of each, to number 
them, so that a record of the amount 
of butter in each jar can readily be 
kept. 
Pack tho jars level full, tie a 
round piece of strong, thick cloth 
over the top and place it bottom side 
up into a new, large crock. 
Do not 
pack butter mado at different times in 
the same jar, but store only thoso jars 
that can be filled at one churning. 


Make strong brine, using all the salt 
the water will absorb, adding to each 
gallon a teaspoonful of saltpeter and 
a teaspoonful of granulated sugar. 
Scald the brine and skim it thorough­ 
ly. 
When cold strain through a wet 
thick cloth into the crock. 
Add more 
brine from time to time to keop the 
jars covered two inches in depth. 
Tie a thick cloth over the crock to 
protect from dust, and over this piece 
a wooden cover to exclude the light. 


Do not keep the crock on the cellar 
floor, even if it is a cemented one, but 
on a platform if possible, with slate 
underneath the crock to insure free 
circulation of air. 
This will in'event 
mold forming on the bottom of tho 
crock. 


Several smaller crocks may be used 
in which to store the jars rather than 
use the large crock. 
To clean jars 
and crocks, use a bath of hot limo 
water or strong hot eoJa water.— 
New York Farmer. 


T15IE TO MAKE CUTTINGS, 


During tho winter months is tlie 
timo to make cuttings of such trees 
and shrubs as it is desirable to in­ 
crease. 
Quinces, currants, gooseber­ 
ries and grapes are readily increased 
by cuttings. 
In the case of shade 
trees willows and poplars are easily 
grown irom cuttings, but tjio great 
majority of trees need to be raised 
from seeds, layers, or by budding or 
¿rafting, 
But when it comos to tho 
flowering shrubs which adorn our 
lawns, cuttings aro the chief reliance 
of propagators. 
The time to mako 
them is while vegetation is dormant, 
and it is better done at least a month 
or more beforo spring comes, 
Tho 
beautiful golden bell, weigla, 
mock 
orange, spire, 
duetzia, and athaea 
among many others are easily raised 
in this way. 


The best shoots for the purpose are 
»hose of last year’s growth. 
The ex- 
ict length is not particular, so that* 
,wo or three joints are included in 
each one. About nine inches is a good 
»torgth for most sorts, though grapes 


having the joints far apart may bo a 
foot m length. 
It is belioved that 
when tno lower part is cut just below 
an eye that rooting is easily accom­ 
plished, so cuttings aro usually mado 
in that way. 
Ib is not so essential at 
tho upper end where tho cut is made, 
but as tho buds push from the joints 
all wood above tho highest oue is use­ 
less. 
After tho cuttings are made 
place them in a collar, buried up in 
sand or earth, with but tho tops pro* 
jecting, these to remain until tho timo 
arrives for settiner them out in tho 
spring. 
When tho work is dono about 
February, it will bo found that tho 
cuttings are nicely healed over by tho 
timo spring comos, which is in favor 
of tho success of tho opeiation. 


When tho wintor is over and tho soil 
is in good condition for working tho 
planting may bo done, setting them so 
that two-thirds of their length aro in 
tho ground aud ono'third out. 
In 
ordinary season tho most of them will 
* 


bo 
well rooted by fall.—Practical 
Farmer.

IiAISlNG SQUABS. 


Tho main advantago 
of 
squabs for market over othor poultry 
are these, says a poultry paper : 
Less 
competition, less trouble in attending 
to young, tho old birds do all tho 
work, and when a pair of pigeons aro 
once firmly mated they will romaiu so 
and do wc*.ll for ten or twelve years 
unless separated by accident or dis­ 
ease. 


This, as any one can see,adds greatly 
to the profit. 
From a pair of first- 
class birds you can depend on raising 
eight or nine pairs of squabs per year, 
which can be marketed at tho rate of 
at least forty ccnts per pair, while the 
cost of feeding the old birds will not 
exceed $1.25. 
They lay two eggs for 
a sitting, one day intervening between 
the laying of the first and second egg. 
The incubation takes about eighteen 
days, and while attending to the young 
in one nest they generally build an­ 
other nest and have eggs before the 
young are capable of taking care of 
themselves. 
The young, when ready 
to fly out—which will be when about 
thirty days old—are marketed. 
The 
birdfc* breed all the year with the ex­ 
ception of the molting season. 


The first thing connected with a 
business of this kind is to havo good, 
warm quarters, although artificial heat 
should not be used. 
On almost every 
farm there is some small loft or build­ 
ing which might be usod for a pigeon 
cote if properly sheathed with paper 
or otherwise. 


As pigeons do very well in confine­ 
ment, those who wish to keep them in 
this way must build an aviary made of 
poultry wire. In the interior arrange­ 
ment of the house two sides should be 
given to nests, of which two should be 
provided for each pair of birds (nests 
should be about one foot square) and 
one side for roosts, of which the in­ 
verted V shape is the best. 


We now come to the stock, which 
must be good, strong, vigorous birds, 
which aro good parents and prolific 
breeders. 
Wo find all this in the 
homer, which derives its name from its 
love lor its home, and which I con­ 
sider the best bird for our use, 
Wo 
cannot say too much in its favor. 


To prepare tho birds for squab rais­ 
ing they should be mated and not al­ 
lowed to choose their own mates, 
which thoy will do when about five 
months old. 
For this purpose a 
medium sizo box with a wiro partition 
in the middle is needed. 
Place the 
cock and hen, one in each compart­ 
ment, for a day or tw o; then place 
them together and thoy will mate. 
In 
pairing them mate a large cock with a 
small hen, or a medium-sized cock 
with a large hen. 
If one bird is a 
year older than its mates the results 
will bo better. 


Tho birds should be fed threo times 
a day on red wheat, white Canada 
peas, small, whole or cracked corn, 
with now and then some broad crumbs 
or a few handfuls of hemp, canary and 
millet seed. 
Hemp seed is very bene­ 
ficial fdu.ring tho molting period, as it 
is very stimulating. 
Only as much 
feed should bo given at one time as 
will be all eaten. 
An abundance of 
fresh water must always be on hand, 
and a shallow vessel for bathing, to be 
used 
except 
in 
very severe 
cold 
weather, 
A lump of rockiialt, which 
must be wet every morning for them 
to pick; plenty of grit, somo old plas­ 
ter for the egqshells and tobacco stsma 
left on the flour for tho pigeons to 
build their neats of, which will keep 
out all vermin, should bo provided. 
The floor shouJd be covered with sand 
or gravel and everything kept as clean 
as possible.

Let it Stay where It Is. 


Philadelphia papers are already talk- 


ing of the removal of the State Capital 
to that city. 
Naturally that city 


would like to be the capital of the 
State, but there are strong reasons 
against, and the central and western 
sections of the State will be opposed 
to it. In the first place the removal 
of the capital to Philadelphia would be 
too expensive a job. 
It would cost the 


State two or tfaree times more to go to 
Philadelphia than to Harrisburg. There 
are large and expensive buildings still 
remaining at Harrisburg, which would 
have to be abandoned, and several mil- 
lions spent to replace them in the 
Quaker city. Then the cost of a prop- 
er site in that city would, in itself, be 
almost sufficient to build the new cap- 
itol at Harrisburg. 
At the latter 


place the State has the ground and all 
tbat will be needed is an approptiation 
for a new building, while at Philadel 
jphia the ground would have to be pur- 
chased at a large outlay. Harrisburg 
is more centrally located than Philadel- 
phia and easy of access from all parts 
of the State, and there cannot, it ap 
pears to us, be found a single good ar- 
gument, why tbe capital should be re- 
nwved. Pittsburg would have just as 
good a claim as Philadelphia, but be- 
ing in one extreme end of the State, 
has the same objection as Philadelphia. 
If a central location was des:red Belle 
fonte would be nearer the geographical 
centre of the State than any other lo- 
cation,but it is not as easy of access as 
Harrisburg. The present capital is a 
railroad center for all parts of tbe 
State, and is easily reached from ail 
sections. The capital grounds are am- 
ple for all purposes, and the city large 
enough to entertain the legislature, 
while in many respects the political at- 
mosphere of Harrisburg is preferable to 
that of either Philadelphia or Pittsburg. 
The old capitol site has been good 
enough for the people of Pennsylvania 
these many years, and is still good 
enough for all time to come. 
Let the 


capital where it is. 


The Pennsylvania Fish Protective 


Association is making special arrange- 
ments for the enlargement of its sphere 
of work, in which it asks the co opera- 
tion of all the newspapers of the com- 
monwealth. The idea is to unite all 
the smaller clubs of tbe State under 
one head, and then with this united 
force make an onslaught upon those 
who are in the habit of violating the 
laws of the State by taking fish at for- 
bidden seasons. 
It is thought also 


that the legislature will feel disposed 
to be more liberal to the State fishery 
commission, providing it with funds 
that will enable it to enlarge the out- 
put of valuable food fishes, the em- 
ployment of a sufficient number of 
wardens to protect tbe waters thus 
stocked, and thereby prevent the illegal 
fishing that has been so detrimental to 
the food fish supply of the State. 


One reason why the price of wheat 


does not reach the dollar mark, as it 
was anticipated it would do on account 
of the shortage in the world's supply, 
is found in the fact tbat the public is 
seeking other foods. 
Cornmeal is be- 


ing used as a substitute for wheat flour, 
and in some instances is being blended 
with it without objection from consum- 
ers, because it keeps bread from being 
dear. 
While corn is plenty and wheat 


scarce the low price of one prevents a 
high price for the other. The law of 
supply and demand is working the 
same as ever. 


During tbe last famine in India— 


1877-8—the deaths from starvation 
numbered more than 5,000,000, and 
and it is believed that this dreadful 
record will be surpassed befote the 
present distress is ended. Prompt ef- 
fort on the part of the British govern- 
ment would have prevented at least 
two-thirds of the deaths, according to 
the opinion of medical experts, and 
similar action would be equallv effec- 
tive in saving life now. But England 
is asleep, and will awaken only to find 
tbat India has been transformed into a 
vast graveyard. 


Representative Seyfert, of Lancaster 


county, who has introduced a bill into 
tbe legislature making foot ball a mis- 
demeanor punishable by fine, says his 
bill is no joke as some have thought. 
He really means it, and will push his 
bill against this dangerous and brutal 
game. "When prize fighting and bull 
fight are legalized," says Mr. Seyfert, 
"then I will be in favor of the game of 
foot ball.

ural resources of the beautiful island. 
As it stands to-day it is worth $500,- 
000,000, not counting its value as a 
naval station, which in itself is almost 
incalculable, for it commands the Gulf 
of Mexico. The Nation that controls 
Cuba controls the mouth of the Miss- 
issippi Paver. 
There is no denying 


that fact. 
But I don't care to speak 


of that feature. It is of the wealth 
of the island and its recuperative pow- 
ers after such wars as have been waged 
here that you want to hear. 
The isl- 


and contains about the same number 
of square miles as the State of Vir- 
ginia. There are about 28,000,000 
acres, and not five per cent, of the 
available land has ever been culti- 
vated. Think of it. 
They have been 


growing and cutting sugar cane there 
for 000 years. By available land I 
mean land with a richness of soil ex- 
ceeded nowhere in the world and 
equaled in but few lauds, a soil in 
which almost anything will grow. 


"Of the 28,000,000 acrts, in round 


numbers, 17,000,000 are to-day virgin 
forests untouched by man. They are 
forests, too, of great richness. There 
are thousands upon thousands of acres 
of the finest woods that grow. Ma- 
hogany grown there has been sold in 
New York City as high as §850 a thou- 
sand feet. There are forty kinds of 
the very hard and cabinet wood. The 
forests alone are worth a mint of 
money. But it is not here that her 
great wealth is. It is in her mines and 
in the fertility of her soil. Her mines 
are in no higher state of development 
than her soil. The chiaf reason for 
that is the tremendous tax that the 
Government of Spain has put upon 
mining. 
Of every mineral takea out 


of the earth Spain has claimed 50 per 
cent, as her own. This practically 
prohibited mining, for the company 
that undertook it had to pay for the 
land and pay for all the labor, beside 
the expense of marketing the ore, out 
of the 50 per cent, that the Govern- 
ment would let it take. Just recently, 
however, there have been concessions 
made to American companies and iron 
ore is being mined, the Government 
taking only 5 per cent. There are 
mountains of iron ore there. 
The 


supply of ifc is inexhaustible and the 
richness of ifc is unequalled. It is of 
the quality that is used in the manu- 
facture of Bessemer steel. The re- 
cently discovered deposits equal or 
exceed those on Lake Superior, and 
are of equal quality. 


"The geology and mineralogy of the 


island are yet but imperfectly known, 
however. The Government has never 
paid any attention to such matters. 
Besides the vast iron deposits there 
are known to be great deposits of cop- 
per. 
Before the last war there were 


two great copper mines operated 
profitably, even though the Govern- 
ment took half of all the product as 
its share and paid nothing for it. 
During that war these mines were 
flooded and they have never been 
pumped out. 
There are gold and sil- 


ver, but in what quantities I could 
not say. On many of my trips through 
the island I have been invited by 
Cubans to go with them and they 
would show me where there was gold. 
They have brought samples of both 
ores to me, but something has always 
happened that has prevented my ac- 
cepting the invitations. 
•*. "In the Province of Santiago there 
are great deposits of manganese ore. 
The little investigation that has been 
made warrants the belief that there are 
millions of tons of it, and the ore is 
rich and of superior quality. There 
are great quantities of salt, too, but 
that is a Government monopoly. 


"Of agriculture, as J said, the soil 


will produce almost anything that is 
planted except wheat. Wheat h&s not 
been, successfully grown so far. Sugar 
cane and tobacco are the two great 
staples that grow there as they grow 
nowhere else on earth. You can plant 
sugar caae here and cnt it for thirty, 
forty, or fifty successive Eeosoas with- 
out replsntiug, and I have never hear.! 
of that aaywlierc else in the wo»2d- 1 
have sugar gro*;n;r there, and the 
oldest inhabitants in the neighbor- 
hood of the p'nntatioa caanot reniein- 
ber by whom it was j'lanteoL I have 
myself cat crops from it for more than 
thirty years. It costs about S30 an 
acre in Cuba to plaut fm%tr. That is, 
the first year's expense from the lime 
of planting to the time of catting is 


ani the average yieM will foe 


almost $70 an acre. There aro fields 
that will yield two and three times 
that much. That is the average for 
the whole island. And alter the first 
year the coit is but S10 aa acre, and it 
may bo a shade under that. In Louis- 
iana and in other sugar growing re- 


ions no crop is looked for tho first 
rear. In Cuba you plant and cut la 


ono year. Tho Koil everywhere is 
peculiarly adapted to sugar. It is 
also peculiarly adapted to tobacco. 
So with coffee. 
I have drank coffee 


in Cuba equal to tho liuest in tho 
world. 


"There is no gainsaying tho rich- 


ness »nd fertility of tho toil of tho 
wonderful island. 
Everywhere, from 


end to end and from side to side, it ia 
rich ia everything. 
Tulk about the 


cattle of a thousand hills; there are a 
thousand cattle to a hill in Cuba. 
There are the ideal pasturo lands of 
tho world. 
We in tho States talk of 


the climate of the island and fear tho 
fevers and the diseases Why, tho 
climate is ideal, in the hottest sum- 
mer the temperature ia never BO high 
as it is in New York, and there is no 
severe winter. There are two seasons 


the rainy and the dry. 
There are 


no extremes in temperature at all. As 
for the healthfuiness of tue island, 
those fevers and those diseases that 
we fear have not penetrated the island 
at all. You seldom hear of yellow 
fever inland, and when you do it is 
not so bad a disease as typhoid here, 
ft is certainly not BO frequent. It is 
in the coast towns like Havana that 
'ever is a scourge. It abounds thero 
Because of the filth that proper sani- 
iary measures would prevent. 


"Cuba is prodigally rich in every- 


hiag. She is rich in flower?, in fruits, 
n birds, in woods. She is rich in 
mines. She is rich in agriculture, and 
in her riches lie her power of recup- 
eration, her power to wage war against 
her unnatural mother, even thougu 
she is made a barren wilderness. It is 
this natural richness that will enable 
lier to recover quickly and become a 
power when once she succeeds in shak- 
ing off the shackles with which Spain 
has bound her." 


Tiie Cubau "Troclia." 


The "trosha," to which frequent ref- 


erence is made in Cuban dispatches 
describing the movements of General 
Weyler, is a fortified line extending 
across the island from Mariel on the 
northern coast to Majana 
on the 


southern. The purpose of the Span- 
ish commanders, in constructing and 
fortifying this line, was to cnt off the 
western province of Pinar delKio from 
the rest of the island, and thus to 
prevent the retreat of the forces of the 
Cuban leader Maceo, who is operating 
in that province. Mariel, tho north- 
ern terminus of the line, is about 
twenty-five miles west of Havana, and 
at two points, Guanajay, which is six 
miles south of Mariel, and Artemisa, 
which is four miles north of Majana, 
there is direct railway connection 
with Havana. West of the "troclia" 
there is a fairly open country for a few 
miles, but beyond is the mountainous 
region in which Macso's forces have 
*l>eir camps. 


^The defences of the southern section 


oi^the line, from Majana to Artemisa, 
consist of a continuous line of tmall 
blockhouses, about 120 yards apart, 
connected by rifle pits and trenches, 
and protected in front by barbed wire 
fencing and by wire entanglements. 
Some of tha blockhouses are made of 
loose stone, and some of heavy plank- 
ing. 
At four points of the line are 


camps with strong garrisons support- 
ing the men in the trenches and block- 
house. (The central section, from 
Artemisa to Gnanajay, is twelve miles 
long, and is protected with stone 
breastworks, barbed wire and block- 
houses, with camps at intervals of a 
mile and a half. The ground here is 
level and open, but the northern sec- 
tion from Guanajay to' Mariel runs 
through a broken country such as pre- 
vents the construction of a continuous 
lino of trenches and blockhouses. All 
the commanding heights are fortified, 
and 
the road is protected with 


trenches and breastworks. Twenty 
thousand Spanish troops guard the 
"trocha."—Youth's Companion. 


From Tree to Tjpe. 


At 7.35 a. m. three giant trees were 


recently 
standing in an Austrian 


forest. 
In less than 
two hours 


a 
distinguished party 
of noble* 


men 
and 
publishers 
were read- 


ing the 
columns of a newspaper, 


printed on paper made from the pulp 
of those identical tress. This remark- 
able experiment was made to show to 
what perfection the process of modern 
paper making had been brought. 


A notary carefully recorded each 


stage of the process of the experiment. 
A17.35 the trees fell to the ground. 
The timbers were at once stripped of 
their bark, cut into small pieces nnd 
converted into mechanical pulp. This 
was placed in a vat and mixed with thu 
materials necessary to form paper, 
and the Jirst leaf came out at '-'.31 a. 
in., in one minute less than two hours. 
Some of tho sheets were then taken to 
a printing office three miles distant, 
and the first of the printed papers 
were issued at 10 o'clock, the eutire 
time occupied in converting a tree in- 
to n newspaper being exactly two 
hours and thirty-five minutes.—New 
York Journal.

From Tree to Tjpp. 


A t 7.35 a. m. throe giant trees woro 
recently 
standing 
in 
an A ustrian 
forest. 
I n 
less 
than 
two hours 
a 
distinguished 
p arty 
of 
noble­ 
m en 
and 
publishers 
wero 
read ­ 
ing tho 
columns of a newspaper, 
p rin te d on paper made from tho pulp 
of those identical trees. 
This rem ark ­ 
able experim ent was m ade to show to 
what perfection the process of m odern 
paper m aking had been brought. 


A n o tary carefully recorded each 
stage of the process of tho experim ent. 
At 7.35 the trees fell to tho ground. 
The tim bers wero at onco stripped of 
th eir bark, cut into small pieces and 
converted into mechanical pulp. 
This 
was placed in a vat aud mixed with thu 
m aterials necessary to form paper, 
aud the lirst leaf camo out at W Z i a. 
in., in ono m inute less than two hours. 
Some of tho sheets were then taken to 
a p rin tin g office three miles distant, 
and the first of tho p rin ted papers 
wero issued at 10 o’clock, tho entire 
tim e occupied in converting a tree in­ 
to a new spaper 
being exactly two 
hours and thirty-five m in u te s.—ISew 
York Journal.

Ten Tons of Grapes on One Vine. 


The largest grape vino in the world 


/s in Sant:i Barbara County, Cal. The 
trunk is seven feet eight iuchos in cir- 
cumference, its si/;e and appearance 
suggesting an oak rather than a grape 
vine. Its braiifhes rest on a gtahvart 
frame, covering a space one-third of an 
acre ia extent. It grows rapidly, and 
•would undoubtedly attain even greater 
dimensions were it not that the owner, 
having reached the limit of tho space he 
has reserved for his giant vine, and. 
being unwilling to concede it more 
room, cuts it back everj- year. 


The frarae over which the vine is 


spread is strongly built, as is required to 
support the tremendous weight of 
grapes annually yielded by the vine. 
Sixty stout posts, with heavy cross- 
beams, form the foundation for the 
grape-laden branches. The viae is of 
the Mission variety, and is so prolific 
that in 1893 It bore eight tons of grapes, 
and last year the owner took ten tons 
from the vine, in addition to as many 
clusters as the neighbors cared to carry 
away.

How They Arc Arranged and the 


Dutica of the Keepers. 


The sltatlon Itself is a two-story house 


built securely and solidly upou some 
good site along the beach; It is comfort- 
able and roomy, furnished by the gov- 
ernment, and has the boat-room and 
kitchen on Ihe lower floor; a large bed- 
room for the keeper, another for the 
surfinen, and a store-room occupy the 
second story. 


The boat-room is large, and opens by 


great double doors upon the beach. It 
contains the life-boat and all the life- 
saving apparatus—always in perfect 
order and readiness. 


The crew consists of a keeper and six 


surf men, though some stations number 
seven surfinen; these men are gradu- 
ates from no naval college, but have 
served their apprenticeship with OU 
Ocean as their master; they must be 
able to handle a boat ia tbe roughest 
weather, and to face all the dangers of 
tho deep. 


Each man must undergo a strict med- 


ical examination, r.nd must bring to the 
station his certificate of good health; 
and he is also obliged 1o sign an agree- 
ment to fail'.tfully perform all duties. 


The keeper receives a salary of $900 


a year (up ro }{••".>2 it was .$700); he must 
bo at the station all the year round, but 
is allowed a month's leave of absence 
in summer if he gives up his pay. 
A 


surfman receives $0u a moutli, is at the 
station duriiig eight mouths of the 
year, and has tbe privilege of leaving 
tbe station for twenty-four hours every 
two weeks—but in lonely stations they 
generally remain for the active season, 
which begins September 1. ending May 
1; when a n;;:n leaves in May, he goes 
where he pk'asns, and if he does not re- 
turn in fee:); ember the keeper gets an- 
other man iu his plc.ce for the next win- 
ter season. 


The keeper is held responsible for the 


condition of everything connected with 
the station; he must drill the men in 
their duties, divide the work evenly, 
and £«e that the men are orderly. No 
liquor is allowed on the premises: 
drunkenness or neglect of duty is pun- 
ished by instant dismissal from the ser- 
vice; the man who is detailed to cook 
must keep the kitchen in perfect order; 
and each has his share of the house- 
work to perform, for no women live at 
tbe stations. 


The crew are numbered by the keeper 


from one to six. and at midnight pre- 
ceding September 1 the station goes in- 
to commission: at that hour the keeper 
gives patrol equipments to two of tbe 
surf men, and they start out on tbe first 
patrol, and the active season has fairly 
begun: everything runs like clock-work 
after thai, and as strict a discipline is 
maintained as on board a man-of-war.— 
St. Nicholas.

Ten Tons oi’ Grapes on Ot;o Vine. 


Tho largest grape vine in the world 
ts in Santa Barbara County, Cal. Tho 
trunk is seven feet eight inches in cir­ 
cumference, its size and appearance 
suggesting an oak rather than a grape 
vine. Its branches rest on a stalwart 
frame, covering a space one-tliird of an 
acre in extent. 
It grows rapidly, and 
would undoubtedly attain even greater 
dimensions were it not that the owner, 
having reached the limit of the space lie 
has reserved for his giant vine, and, 
being unwilling to concede it more 
room, cuts it back every year. 


The frame over which the vine is 
spread is strongly built, as is required to 
support the tremendous weight 
of 
grapes annually yielded by the vine. 
Sixty stout posts, with heavy cross­ 
beams, form the foundation for the 
grape-lodeu branches. 
Tho vine is of 
the Mission variety, and is so prolific 
‘ that in 18U3 it bore eight tons of grapes, 
and last year the owner took ten tons 
from the vine, in addition to as many 
cluster* as the neighbors cared to carry 
away.

The boat-room is large, and opens by 
great double doors upon the beach. It 
contains the life-boat and all the life- 
saving apparatus—always in perfect 
order and readiness. 


The crew consists of a keeper and six 
surfmen, though some stations number 
seven surfmen; these men are gradu­ 
ates from no naval college, but have 
served their apprenticeship with Old 
Ocean as their master; they must be 
able to handle a boat in the roughest 
weather, and to face all the dangers of 
the deep. 


Each man must undergo a strict med­ 
ical examination, and must bring to the 
station his certificate of good health; 
nml lie is also obliged io sign an agree­ 
ment to faihtfully perform all duties. 


The keeper receives a salary of ?900 
a year (up to IPS»2 it was $700); he must 
be at the station ail tho year round, but 
is allowed a month’s leave of absence 
In summer if he gives up his pay. 
A 
surfman receives $(J0 a month, is at the 
station during eight months of tho 
year, and has the privilege of leaving 
the station for twenty-four hours every 
two weeks—but in lonely stations they 
generally remain for the active season, 
which begins September 1, ending May 
1; when a man leaves in May, lie goes 
where he pleases, and if he docs not re­ 
turn in September the keeper gets an­ 
other man in his place for the next win­ 
ter season. 


The keeper is held responsible for the 
condition of everything connected with 
the station; he must drill the men in 
their duties, divide the work evenly, 
and see that the men are orderly. 
No 
liquor is allowed on 
the 
premises; 
drunkenness or neglect ol* duty is pun­ 
ished by instant dismissal from the ser­ 
vice; the man who is detailed to cook 
must keep the kitchen in perfect order; 
and each has his share of the house­ 
work to perform, for no women live at 
the stations. 


The crew are numbered by the keeper 
from one to six, and at midnight pre­ 
ceding September 1 the station goes in­ 
to commission; at that hour the keeper 
gives patrol equipments to two of the 
surfmen, and they start out on the first 
patrol, and the active season has fairly 
begun; everything runs like clock-work 
after that, and as strict a discipline is 
maintained as on board a man-of-war.— 
St. Nicholas.

The Tasmanian Zcbra-Wolf. 


Tho Tasmanian zebra-wolf, or native 
tiger, is not related to either zebra, 
wolf or tiger, but belongs to tho same 
family as the kangaroo, the wombat 
and the opossum—those animals which 
have pouches wherein to carry their 
young. 
But tho animal i3 striped like 
a zebra, and is as ravenous and fierce 
in its nature as wolf or tiger. 
Ho is 
the most formidable marsupial of the 
more than sixty varieties, and is tho 
largest and most dreaded of all the 
mammals in Australasia. 


The zebra-wolf has a dog'likc face, a 
wolf’s short and erect ears,, eves liko 
an owl, stripes like a zebra and pouch 
like a kangaroo. 
He is a night 
prowler. 
The light of day blinds him 
as it blinds an owl, and, when pressed 
by hunger, he emerges duriug the 
daytime from his lair, his movements 
aro slow and ho is easily t lain. 


The eyes, which are large, are fur­ 
nished with a nictitating membrane. 
This is almost continually moving 
in the daytime, as the pupils are ex­ 
posed to the light. 


The general color 
of the short, 
woolly fui is grayish brown, inclined 
to yellowish. 
Across this ground 
color the black bands show up sharp 
and clear. 
These stripes are usually 
fourteen in number, beginning just 
back of the shoulders, wdaoro the^v are 
narrowest, and growing broader and 
longer back to the haunches. 
The 
skins are in demand for laprobes and 
rngs. 


It is not unlikely that in the course 
of a few years the zebra-wolf will have 
become entirely exterminated. 


Where They Never Stamp Letters. 
The letters that the Sikh police, in 
Singapore, send their kindred in In­ 
dia, and those that they receive in re­ 
turn, are almost invariably minus any 
postage stamps. One of their European 
officers noticing this, asked one oi the 
men the reason for this universal 
omission, and it was exnlained that

the native postman's ideas of honor 
concerning the delivery of native let­ 
ters are restricted to towns. 
Should 
the epistle be addressed to a man in 
the village some miles from the oflice, 
the postman duly takes the letter and 
starts, but after going a little way 
slips into tho nearest patch of jungle 
and throws it away, thus saving him­ 
self any further trouble in tho matter. 
It is curious to note that letters are 
seldom rifled. 
The trouble of walk­ 
ing so far for a mere letter seems to 
worry the native mind, and no curi­ 
osity is aroused as to tho contents. 


If tho letter, however, is unstamped, 
the unhappy postman must deliver it 
at its destination, as he is bound to 
produce on his return a receipt for 
the lino imposed for the omitted 
stamps. 


They bear no ill will to the post­ 
man—probably they would do the 
same in his place; but they know the 
length of his tether and take steps to 
frustrate his methods accordingly,

The Powers Will Force the Troops 


to Withdraw, 


London, Feb. 17.— A dispatch to The 


Times Irom Canea, dated Tuesday 
evening, Feb. 16, savs that all was 
quiet there when the occupation of the 
Island of Crete was completed. The 
commanders of the foreign squadrons 
sent a Joint note to Ismail Bev, the 
newly appointed governor of Crete, 
successor to Prince Georgi Berovltch, 
resigned, informing him that they had 
addressed an ultimatum to the com- 
modore of the Greek fleet, requiring 
him to withdraw from Cretan waters. 
They requested the governor, Ismail 
Bey, to find a way of notifying the in- 
surgents of this fact, and of summon- 
ing them to yield up their arms; also 
of kif«rmin& them the 
powers had 


taken measures to prevent Greece from 
imterfering in tie affairs of Crete. 


An Italian gendarmerie officer was 


at once dispatched with a flag of trust1 
to the ^ines of the insurgents of Akro- 
tiri. Hie delivered the message, but 
the cMief of the insurgents replied 
that they would maintain their present 
position and send a definite reply in 
toshalf of the revolutionary assembly 
next Monday. Their action will prob- 
ably depend upon the course adopted 
by Colonel Vassos, the commander oi 
the Grecian forces on the Island oi 
Crete. Captain Mandate was sent to 
Platania, where the outposts of the in- 
surgents conducted him to the camp 
of the Greeks. Colonel Vassos detained 
him all night, and then declared that 
be did not recognize the Turkish vali, 
tout would execute the orders of the 
king of Greece and occupy Crete. Cap- 
tain Mandato reports that the Greeks 
have two battalions of infantry, one ol 
artillery and two mounted guns, to- 
gether with many Greek volunteers. 
The Greek army of occupation has 
taken up a position between Galata 
and Platania. The British warships 
Camperdown and Alert are watching 
the neighboring coasts. Firing was 
heard all day yesterday in the western 
district 
The Greek commodore has not yet 


replied to the ultimatum issued by the 
powers. The Hydra and two smallei 
Greek warships appeared off Canea 
yesterday. One of the small warships 
departed from Canea harbor at sunset. 
The French cruiser immediately start- 
ed in the same direction.

Five hundred troops started 
yesterday, and will land on the Island 
of Crete today. Great quantities ol 
stores, provisions and munitions ol 
•war are also being dispatched to Crete 
The foreign ministers, the German rep- 
resentative excepted, have collectively 
advised the government to recall thi 
fleet and troops, but this is not re- 
garded seriously. An unbroken streair 
of refugees continues to arrive from 
Crete.

The Rev. W. H. Keith died at his 
home in Gettysburg, Tuesday morning 
after a long iilness.

For three weeks he 
was unable to leave his bed. 


H e was born in Cecil county, M ary­ 
land, on the 9th of August, 1829.

was educated at a private school near 
his home and entered the M ethodist 
Episcopal ministry in 185S. 


A t the outbreak of the w sr he was 
stationed at Havre de Grace, Md. 
There he recruited a com pany ot volun­ 
teers for the U nion Armv, drilled them 
but did not at that time enter active 
service. 
L ater he enlisted in the Sev­ 
enth 
M aryland R egim ent 
and was 
m ade chaplain and served through the 
war. 
By his m any acts of kindness 
and bravery in the service, he co m ­ 
m anded th e love and respect of all 
with whom he came in contact. 


July 6, 1864, he married M arietta 
Mullin, of M t. Holly Springs, a sister 
of C. H . M ullin. 
She died on the 3d 
of February, 1872. 
On 'October 14, 
1873, 
he m arried Miss 
Hellen 
A. 
Himes, daughter of the late William 
D. Him es, of this place. 


D uring his ministry he was stationed 
at NewvMle, Harrisburg, Carlisle, H an ­ 
over and Shickshinny. From the latter 
place he removed to G ettysburg in 
1891, setvir.g the local M . E . church 
for three years, when he retired, by 
reason of failing health, from the minis* 
iry. 


Mrs. L id a B. Stackhouse, of Shick­ 
shinny, a daughter of the 'first wife, a 
widow and M agdalen L ., A m y M., 
H . and John de K alb Keith survive. 


M r. Keith was an ard en t G rand 
A rm y m an and M ason. H e had strong 
convictions and the courage to express 
them . 
The town and county lose a 
useful man, and the family a kind 
father.

The Powers Will Foroe the Troops 


to Withdraw, 


London, Feb. 17.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Canea, dated Tuesday 
evening, Feb, 16, savs that all was 
quiet there when the occupation of the 
Island of Crete was completed. The 
commanders of the foreign squadrons 
sent a joint note to Ismail Bev, the 
newly appointed governor of Crete, 
successor to Prince Georgl Berovitch, 
resigned, informing him that they had 
addressed an ultimatum to the com­ 
modore of the Greek fleet, requiring 
him to withdraw from Cretan waters. 
They requested the governor, Ismail 
Bey, to find a way of notifying the in­ 
surgents of this fact, and of summon­ 
ing them to yield up their arms; also 
of Informing them 
the powers had 
taken measures to prevent Greece from 
interfering in tile affairs of Crete. 


An Italian gendarmerie officer was 
at once dispatched with a flag of truce 
t* the lines of the insurgents of Akro- 
tiri. Hie delivered the message, but 
the chief of the insurgents replied 
th at they would maintain their present 
position and send a definite reply in 
behalf of the revolutionary assembly 
next Monday. Their action will prob­ 
ably depend upon the course adopted 
by Colonel Vassos, the commander of 
the Grecian forces on the Island of 
Crete. Captain Mandato was sent to 
Platania, where the outposts of the in­ 
surgents conducted him to the camp 
of the Greeks. Colonel Vassos detained 
him all night, and then declared that 
lie did not recognize the Turkish vali, 
but would execute the orders of the 
king of Greece and occupy Crete. Cap­ 
tain Mandato reports that the Greek* 
have two battalions of infantry, one ot 
artillery and two mounted guns, to­ 
gether with many Greek volunteers. 
The Greek army of occupation has 
taken up a position between Galata 
and Platania. 
The British warships 
Camperdown and Alert are watching 
the neighboring coasts. 
Firing was 
heard all day yesterday in the western 
district. 


The Greek commodore has not yet 
replied to the ultimatum issued by the 
powers. The Hydra and two smallei 
Greek warships appeared off Canea 
yesterday. One of the small warships 
departed from Canea harbor at sunset 
The French cruiser immediately start­ 
ed In the same direction.

Five hundred troops started 
yesterday, and will land on the Island 
of Crete today. Great quantities ol 
stores, provisions and munitions ol 
war are also being dispatched to Crete 
The foreign ministers, the German rep- 
resentatlve excepted, have collective^ 
advised the government to recall the 
fleet and troops, but this is not re­ 
garded seriously. An unbroken stroarr 
of refugees continues to arrive from 
Crete.
